A Treatise on the Limitation of Actions at Law and in Equity. — By H. 

G. Wood, Author of "The Law of Nuisances," "Master and Ser- 
vant," "Fire Insurance," "Landlord and Tenant," "Law of Rail- 
roads," etc. Third Edition, by John M. Gould Ph. D. Author of 
"Waters," Joint Author of "Gould & Tucker's Notes on the 
U. S. Statutes," Editor of Kent's Commentaries (14th Ed.) Etc. 
Fourth Edition, Revised and Enlarged, by DeWitt C. Moore, of 
the New York Bar,- Author of "Carriers," and "Fraudulent Con- 
veyances."

Mr. Wood's work on Limitations has for a generation been con- 
sidered the standard work and is almost universally quoted by the 
courts as an authority upon the important question of which it 
treats. We are quite surprised in reading the preface to this 4th 
edition to find that fifteen years have elapsed since the last edition 
of this work. It is needless to say that the adjudicated cases within 
fifteen years have not only brought numerous changes but many 
elucidations UDon this subject and this edition has become a neces- 
sity. Mr. DeWitt C. Moore, who edits the present edition, has re- 
tained the learned illustrations of the author of the original treatise 
and the valuable note added to the 3rd edition, and has arranged 
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the new matter in new text and notes, and has thus rendered the 
work far less cumbersome and more ready of access than is usually 
the case in new editions. The work has therefore been greatly en- 
larged, both in contents and scope, and the reference to citations has 
been made of the greatest value by supplying the parallel citations to 
the unofficial reports. Mr. Moore's work is excellently done in 
every respect and cannot be too highly commended.

A law book reviewer is not often called upon to review books upon 
subjects which heretofore have had no treatises devoted to them. 
The whole field of the law seems to have been covered by text 
writers. And yet here are two volumes upon a subject entirely new 
and of much interest. They ought to be read together. The first is 
an entertaining and able volume, alike of interest to lawyers and lay- 
men. It sets forth in compact form the history of the development 
of care of public health in this country and the growth of knowledge 
and intelligent work on the subject. 

The second is a law book by the same author — admirably pre- 
pared, original and evincing a thorough acquaintance with the author's 
subject. One will be surprised at the amount of litigation which has 
arisen relative to the diseases of animals, both from a State and in- 
dividual standpoint. Over seven hundred cases are cited by the au- 
thor and it furnishes the practitioner a ready reference to a subject 
upon which he may be called at any time to advise, and which, but 
for this volume would require long and tedious search work. We 
welcome it as a work much needed, well done and of great value.

This volume is, like its forerunners, admirable in selection and an- 
notation alike. We have been particularly struck with the novelty 
and value of a note on the "Breeding of Animals." page 564-568. 
The note upon "Cold Storage of Food." is a valuable contribution 
upon a new subject. The note on page 291, "Refund by, or Recovery 
from the United States of Internal Revenue Tax." is very full and 
complete. Two valuable notes which ought to be taken together are 
to be found on pages 880 and 1273 in regard to the "Recordation of 
Conditional Sale Contracts." and as to the "Conflict of Laws as to 
the Rights of Innocent Purchaser from Conditional Vendee." The 
note on page 1066 as to "Depositions in Criminal Cases" is of much 
novelty and interest. 

These are but a few of the important subjects annotated in this 
very interesting volume.
